BERLIN, Feb. '20.— Tlie citizens passed 
one of the most restless nights in the mem- 
ory of the present generation. The embers 
of yesterday's rioting "before the castlo of 
Emperor William were still glowing fierce- 
ly this morning. From sunset until sun- 
rise encounters between the police and the 
rioters continued at intervala in different 
parts of tho city, mostly in tne eastern dis- 
tricts. Heads were broken, and tlie polico 
captured many more prisoners, Through- 
out last night the entire police force of the 
city was ou duly. Soon after the break- 
fust hour men began gathering in different 
part3 of tho city and discussed the 
riot, its object and its result. Loud 
and deep wera tho curses hm-icd 
tho Emperor and tho police, and 
eagerly listened to wore the utterances of 
socialist speakers, who, strungo to say, 
advocated the ndoption of a policy of 
moderation. The liist blow bad been 
struck, they claimed, runt the people should 
wait to see its effect before taking further 
action. The Reichstag, it was s;iid, would 
now be compelled to make a real enquiry 
into the grievances of the people. But 
ihi'so wise councils, while having due eff-ct 
upon tho masses, were not listened to by 
tne more excited portion of the men who 
had taken part in yesterday's lighting, and 
as the day wore on the small groups of 
people grew larg< r in npite of the efforts of 
the police. It is known that tho Emperor 
is furious over the outbreaks. It is stated 
that the authorities received most stringent 
orders not to sparo tho people if there was 
any additional disturbance. 

A coid. in of military and polico has been 
drawn around the cistle, prevent ing any 
person not recognized oliieially by the 
authorities from approaching within 1100 
yards of tho castle. Outside this cordon 
crowds of people were to he seen gathered 
in the adjoining streets. Few eared to ap- 
proach very near tho iinc of soldiers and 
policemen. During ihe day il was reported 
a number of arrests were made by tho secret 
service, and it is rumored that others will 
follow. It is 1 moored 'Hi it a plot exists 
among tho anarchists tiryftake an attempt to 
blow up the castle, or i^Jeust to destroy a 
portion of it wflURilynainlte. 'i'ho 
Emperor, accompanied by a single 
aide-do camp, ami preceded only by 
two policemen, _ left tho palaco this 
afternoon on horatback, passed ut a leis- 
urely pace through the Unter den Linden, 
and rode to ami around Thierg'art en, return- 
ing to the palace. He waa loudly cheered 
all along the route. At noon several hun- 
dred laborers, smarting under yesterday's 
rough treatment, met unci after denouncing 
the police marched through Brandenburg 
shouting, " Give us work or give us bread." 
Laborers ngain directed tho mob towards tho 
castlo. Before going far, however, they were 
met by the police and the crowd quickly 
dispersed without lighting. A few loiterers 
were roughly handled. The other districts 
are quiet. 

Be HUM, Feb. 20 — The authorities, dur- 
ing the night, were greatly alarmed at the 
continued disturbances which broke out in 
one place after being put down in another, 
and it was evident that they expected that 
further disturbance would follow to-dry. 
This supposition was well founded, for, soon 
after breakfast this morning, angry mobs 
began to gather in different p.rtsofthe 
city and discussed the riot, its object and 
result. As tho day wore on the small 
groups of people became larger, in fpito of 
the efforts of the police to disperse all such 
gatherings, and it became evident that fur- 
ther trouble wa3 brewing. At about noon 
a body of ,'100 or -100 men gathered togtther 
and sang tho " .Marseillaise," after 
which, their number having been 
considerably augmented, they marched 
through the Hrandenburg gate to 
tho Unttr der L nden, shouting, 
The orators of this crowd were the advanced 
Socialist leadeis. When the rioters, num- 
bering about 1,000 men, reached a spot well 
up the Unter Den Linden, they joined in a 
loud shout of, " To iho castle," and, led by 
u few men who seemed to be the leaders of 
thia demonstration, they rushed onward 
toward the palace. They bad not gone 
for, however, when they were met by a 
strong force of police, who advanced upon 
them in a most determined manner; there 
waa a short light and tho riotets were put 
toll glit. The police did not follow the 
rioters far, and it was evident that the 
authorities wire satisfied with having dis- 
persed the mob. Tho engagement was very 
quickly over. A few of tho rioters were 
captuied and were roughly handled by the 
police, but to-day's demonstration did not 
compare with 1 hut of yesterday in point of 
size or the significant number injured. 

'i'ho full tuice of police is on duty and 
troops aro guarding the public buildings. 

During the day a number of beer shops 
were looted by I ho mob, who carried red 
fligs. Tho Kuiser returned to tho Scbloss 
from his ride about l o'clock. The people 
generally cheered him, as they bad done in 
tho Tnirgvrten, and he replied by a smile 
of recognition. He was pale, as ho 
is naturally always pale, except 
under the flush of exc.asive exercises, and 
those who have studied his appearance Bay 
that the pallor of his countenance, in face of 
the exciting events of yesterday and to-day, 
proves his self command. It is said that 
when ho was approached, yesterday, on the 
subjectof ordering out tho garrison, bo said, 
" When thu soldiers go, 1 will lead them." 
This ho uttered in a lone of decision which 
put a atop to further inquiry and carried 
the conviction to the military that the army 
would be used only as a last resort and that 
tho Kaiser would send his troops to no dan- 
cer he was not willing to face himself. 

The gi noral opinion is that lie would show 
himself, on occasion, brave, oven to rash- 
ness, and would not liesituto to play, as he 
once said. King Hichuid to tho people's 
Tyler. His riding, to day, almost unattend- 
ed, is mentioned as showing both his courage 
and bis faith in the attachment, of the people 
to his house. Notwithstanding the socialist 



propaganda, there is a deep underlying 
sentiment among the masses of Loyally to 
the Hohenz db rns. This is especially 
strong in Bradenburg among the descendant 
of the ancient residents. Tlie news o 
the demonstration against the palace 
called out to-day a multitude of 
tho substantial citizens, and these 
gave hearty evidence by their cheers, 
of their fidelity to the Kaiser and their ap- 
preciation of his courage in going unguarded 
among his subjects. Tho report of tho 
Kaiser's ride spiead through tho cily and 
hail more influence than the polico in allay- 
ing and conciliating the populace. 

The cheers were without 11 groan or 
hisa to mar them until a point was reached 
where about 150 Socialists were gathered in 
a mob. As thu Kaiser approached, with his 
aide riding a short distance behind, a mob 
of Socialists jeered and groaned. Tho 
Kaiser remained majestic and erect. 
Never bad ho presented un appearance 
more like that of his grandfather. Ho 
seemed not to hear a jeer or groan, or give 
the slightest attention as thu polico, with 
drawn swords, rushed to tho spot and 
threw themselves upon tho Socialists. 
The latter seemed unprepared for 
the attack. They had apparently calculated 
that there would bo no interference with 
them during the prcsenco of tho Kaiser. A 
few of them stood stubborn for a moment, 
resenting by epithets the assault of the 
police. Then they tried to escape. Tho 
police cut them down with their swords, 
not killing any, but wounding several 
slightly. 

Those who appeared to bo tho leaders 
were seized and hurried away to prison, an 
the charge of " leso in ijeste." The instant 
the disturbance was patsed and the cheers 
renewed the Kaiser dropped tho mask of 
iinpassiveness and again showed by 
his manner that he recognized and 
estimated tho plaudits of tho people. 
He arrived safely in the Scbloss. To-night 
there is quiet throughout the city. Eirly 
in the evening groups gathered here and 
there in the suburbs, but wore quickly dis- 
persed, a few urrests also beinc made, In 
tho thoroughfares of tho Eastern dis- 
tricts many of tho shops were 
closed for fear of further trouble 
and pillage. Nearly ull tho police 
aro on duty or are reserved at a moment's 
call, only those who weie injured or ex- 
hausted in yesterday's struggle being ex- 
cused. Until about midnight the crowds 
gathered about tho streets, visiting from 
curiosity tho various localities where tho 
encounter between tho polico and the mob 
had been thu hottest. 

The bakeshops pillaged on Thursday night 
remained open as long aa possible and more 
than made up for their losses 011 their tales 
to curious visitors. 

The police did not interfere with the peo- 
ple unless they seemed bent on mischief or 
were seen expressing sympathy with tho 
outbreak. In such cases the offenders were 
either arrested or ordered homo instantly. 
The total number of arrests made during the 
two days is about 200. Sixty persons are 
known to have been wounded. Many of 
ibe slightly wounded uru supposed to bavo 
made their escapo and to bo in hiding with 
friends. The Kaiser is said to be angry, not 
so much with Iho mob as with tha authori- 
ties of Berlin for having been found unpre- 
pared.

Paris, Feb. 20 —The trial of Lieut. 
Anastuy for the murder of the Baroness 
Dullard, which began yesterday was brought 
to a close to-day. Tho atrocious incidents 
of tliis crime were fully proved. It appears 
that bo was an old acquaintance of the 
Baroness and her husband. She lived with 
her aon on the Boulevard du Temple, Paris, 
where, 011 tho Hh, a man came and asked 
to see M. Uellard. Ho was shown upstairs. 
Half an hour later tho neighbors were 
alarmed by the cries of the servant, who 
appeared at tho window overlooking the 
court, and shrieked, "Help I help ! We 
aro being murdered I" She had a gaping 
wound in her throat, and a3 she screamed 
the blood poured down into tho courtyard. 
At Ibis moment the man who 
had been seen to go upstairs 
crossed the court, and stopping at 
the concierge's lodge said sharply: "Shut 
the door ! Don't you hear sonic 0110 crying 
for help?" As he spoko he went out. The 
poor old lady was found lying dead on the 
lloor in her son's bedroom, with her thront 
cut to the spine. The carotid artery was 
severed, and death must have been instan- 
taneous. In the next room lay the servant, 
and near her was the knife which had served 
to commit the crime— a large kitchen Unite, 
about six inches long and t.vo inches wide, 
and very sharp. Alter the murder of Mine. 
I). Hard the assassin went into her bedroom, 
and was breaking open a largo wardrobe 
when he was surprised by thu servant, who 
was attracted by the noise. "What do you 

want ?'' she laid. "I want, I want "he 

said, and sprang at her, threw her down, 
and, to use her own expression, "sawed at 
her neck." Then ho fled, and she opened 
the window and screamed. All these fact? 
were fully proved, in addition to 
which it waa shown that Anas- 
tuy had had n long acquaintance 
with M. Dellard, lie being received on a 
most intimate footing 111 their house. It is 
111 derstood that Anastuy confessed his 
crime, and no attempt waa made to rebut 
the testimony. His lawyer in defence fell 
Lack 011 tho plea of insHui'y. The -jury 
brought in a verdict of guilty, and the pri- 
soner was sentenced to death. Baroness 
Dellard waa the widow of a colonel of the 
Cuirassiers of tho Guard, and the daughter 
of General Karon liotilart, who was in com- 
mand of tho artillory of tho Old Guard of 
Napoleon L Baron Bnulart served with 
distinction in most of the campaigns of the 
First Empire, Thenameof General Baron 
Boulart can be found among those inscribed 
upon tho Arc do Triompho, Tho father of 
tho first Baron Dellard, tho husband of the 
murdered woman, is credited with hiving 
performed legendary acts of heroism in tho 
Napoleonic wars. The murderer was a re- 
tired army officer, who was arrested on tho 
day bia victim was buried, having been de- 
nounced to tho polico by the abandoned wo- 
man with whom ho had been living, and 
who betrayed him out of revenge.

For this undertaking it i3 expected thit a 
got d, serviceable sum, will be secured in the 
estimates. Tho necessity of more frequent 
and more reliable northern mail service will 
bo remembered, as well as the rights of the 
post ollico clerks and other Dominion civil 
servants to have their falaries increased 
This is an old tore, of course, but nl ill un 
open one.

The Culling Case. 

Tho policu court yesterday morning was 
well filled with 'longshoremen and wharf 
loungers', who had assembled to listen to tho 
case of cutting and wounding preferred 
against Hans Petersen and injuries inflicted 
on George Bowen on Monday night last, the 
particulars concerning which were published 
in Tuesday's Colonist.

pocket knife to enable him to cut his way 
out. He had also given the knife to wit- 
ntss, who further stated that, after ho had 
told his story, the prisoner went to sleip on 
a couch in bis dining room. Mr. Tuy lor, 
on behalf of Peterson, did his utmost in an 
address to the lien .h to point out tho very 
shadowy nature of the evidence for tho pro- 
secution, taking into consideration tho fact 
that all those participating in tho row were 
.'ery drunk, and that prisioner, if the mag- 
istrate chose lo believe any part of his story 
told while in that state, had been under 
great provocal ion. Mr. Bolyca, taking in- 

accouut the circumstances, imposed a fine 
of $75, or in default three months' imprison- 
ment. The fine was at once paid.

THE DANGEROUS GLASSES. 

Tho riot in Berlin shows the world that 
thero is beneath tho smooth and calm 
surface of society in Germany a soothing 
mass of dangerous material which may 
aomo day break through tho thin crust 
that covers it, and overwhelm institutions 
•which appear to bo beyond the reach of all 
disturbing forces. Tho " dangerous 
classes" threaten society in all tho nations 
of tho Old World and in nono of them, per- 
haps, nro they moro to bo feared than in 
Germany. Repression may for a time pre- 
veut this voloauic material from showing 
iticlf on the surface but it cannot slop 
its growth. Men nny, by repressive meas- 
ures bo preveuted from expressing their 
thoughts but the sternest rulers in theso 
days cannot prevent their thinking. 

The growth of socialism in Germany, in 
spite of the measures which Bismarck ie- 
Eortod to to keep it down, lias been rapid. 
Socialists are now found everywhere and in 
all classe3 of society. They have formed a 
party in Germany which is largely repre- 
sented in the councils of tho nation. Tho 
greut bulk of them belong to the woi king- 
class. Some of them are quiet and well- 
disposed, who propose to reform society by 
peaceable mean?, but very many of them — 
perhaps the majority — hold extreme views, 
-and aro ready, whenever the opportunity 
offers, to resort to violence in order to carry 
them into effect. When the men who are 
dissatisfied with the organization of society 
are to be counted by the million it is hard 
to predict when a revolution may break out 
or what form it will take. 

It may he slid that a military state like 
Germany has nothing to fear from a popular 
outbreak. The soldiers could Boon disperse 
the-grcatcst mob that could be collected, 
and there are bayonets enough in Germany 
to keep down discontent and lawlessness of 
all kinds. Thoso who say this forget that 
the German army is composed of the Ger- 
man people, the sons and brothers and 
neighbors of Lhe men who arc dis- 
contented with tho present state of 
society, and are ready to take up 
arms against it as soon as they see a favor- 
ablo opportunity. Is it not more than like- 
ly, is it not, indeed, certain, that a large 
proportion of the soldiers who arc now de- 
pended upon to maintain and defend the 
established order of thing?, entertain the 
uamo opinions and oheriah tho same aims as 
Uio men whom they aro expected to put 
down and keep down ? Much is 6aid about 
tho force of discipline and the habit of 

■ obedience, but there aro limits to this force 

■ and to the influence of this habit. When 
tho leaven of Socialism, as it appears in a 
fair way of doing, leavens tho whole lump 
of German society, at any rate, its lower 

.strata, tho army drawn from those strata 

>;an hardly be depended upon to give tho 
deathblow to a system, of which a very 
large proportion of its rank and file, when 
they were in civil life, approved. A pru- 
dent Government would be very careful in- 
deed how it used the military to suppress 
such a movement. 

Tho Emperor of Germany, it will bo 
observed, did not order out tho military to 
suppress the serious outbreak that took 
place under his own eyes. Although tho 
police were hard pressed, and although it 
appeared at times as if it were beyond their 
power to rcstoro order, they wore allowed 
to continuo tho contest unaided. A word 
■would have called in tho aid of tho soldiers 
but that word was not given. The young 
Kinperor, who is said to he arbitrary and 
impulsive, deserves credit for this forbear- 
ance. The moro so as he himself was treat- 
ed with scant courtesy by tho rioters. The 
insulting remarks and tho derisive epithets 
must have Bounded strango to ears that had 
been accustomed to nothing but the language 
of compliment and of cheerful submission. 
Nothing is said of the Emperor's demeanor 
while tho riot was going on, but it is known 
that he was not provoked by insult and con- 



tumely to punish the offenders instantly 
and severely. 

Quiet will of course bo restored in Berlin. 
Tho ringleaders of tho riot will bo punished 
moro or loss severely. But tho causes which 
brought about tho outbreak will ha Done the 
less active, and will, no doubt, continuo to 
work until they produce results far more 
serious. 



MERGIER'S METHODS. 

Mercior is making great capital out of 
Judge Jctto's decision, but in that decision 
may bo found the severest condemnation of 
the Count and his methods. It is, as re- 
gards Mcrcier's complicity in Pacaud's rob- 
bcrios, very much like tho Scotch verdict, 
" not proven." There wa9 no evidence be- 
fore the Commission that Mr. Mereier knew 
of Pacaud's deal with Armstrong, or that 
he was a party to it, but there was evidence 
that ho pocketed a share of the spoil. This 
is quite enough to condemn Mereier in the 
estimation of all honest men. And it con- 
demned him in Judge Jettc's eyes, if any 
meaning is to bo attached to the following 
passago from his decision: — 

" Whatovcr may have been, on the ono 
hand, tho means employed by Mr. Pacaud 
to fulfil his promise, ano on the other hand 
tho reasons for Mr. Armstrong's action, it is 
proved that the latter only consented to pay 
6100,000 to Mr. Pacttud to obtain his influ- 
ence with the Government, so as to have his 
syndicate accepted for the continuation of the 
Baie des Chalcurs railway enterprise upon 
the new conditions authorized by tho Act 
54 Vic, cap. 88. 

"Now, public order, that is to say, that 
assemblage of rules which goes to make up 
tho social organization and secure good 
government in the general interest, recoils 
against the principle upon which such a 
bargain is based. And it would be sufficient 
proof of it to measure the consequence, or 
rather, tho ravuges which such a principle 
would produce in tho body politic if it were 
once admitted." 

If tho public order recoils against the 
principlo on which such a bargain is based, 
public opinion should recoil from the man 
who countenanced the agent that made the 
bargain, and who, without protest or 
attempt at restitution, protitted by the 
bargain after it was made. I'eoplo who 
pay more attention to the nature of a 
transaction than to tho legal subtleties and 
technicalities connected with it, are at no 
loss to take tho meaauro of the men who 
permitted suuh bargains, and who benefitted 
personally and politically by their results. 
No man who does not shut his eyes to facts 
and does not allow his party feeling to bias 
his judgment, can acquit the Mereier Gov- 
ernment of being guilty of corruption of the 
grossest kind. This is the conclusion at 
which Mr. Casgrain, Mr. Boycr, and many 
other old Liberals have arrived, and we hopo 
it will ho the decision of the majority of the 
electors of Quebec. 



THE MEXICAN SITU A TION. 

Very little is heard about Mexico in these 
days. Wo were told, a little while ago, 
that it was threatened with a rebellion, but 
the interest felt in the movement was very 
faint indeed, and not by any means wide- 
spread. The people of tho United States 
and Canada have very little in common with 
tho Mexicans. Differences of race, language 
and religion, place a wide gulf between 
them, and for nil that they know of each 
other they might almost be tho inhabitants 
of different planets. Yet Mexico is a most 
interesting country, and its p:oplo are mak- 
ing steady, if not rapid progress, in all that 
pertains to civilization. 

\s every one knows, Mexico is a republic 
in name. It has popular institutions, and a 
President elected by the people. But thero 
is very little of tho spirit of republicanism 
in the country. The President, Diaz, if all 
accounts arc true, is as despotic a ruler as 
the Czar of all the Russias. His will is law 
in every part of tho country, and any one, 
whatever be his position, who opposes him 
or even openly criticises his acta, finds him- 
self in a very unpleasant position. Diaz has 
a comparatively large army under his con- 
trol, and he uses it without scruple to carry 
out his designs. 

The clergy opposed somo of his measures, 
but he soon taught them that it was he and 
not they who ruled Mexico. Popular edu- 
cation was the chief bono of contention be- 
tween the President and the priosts. Ho 
punished them for their opposition by 
c'.osing their convents and prohibiting the 
establishment of monasteries. He impris- 
oned hundreds of them and prohibited the 
ringing of church bells in certain localities. 
When he took such severe and unscrupulous 
measures against so powerful a body as the 
lcrgy, it can easily bo imagined how lie 
would treat laymen who made themselves 
obnoxious to him in any way. Men of spirit 
and independence are impatient of his rule, 
but they, for want of a leader, Cud resist- 
ance hopeless. This is how a writer in the 
New York Herald describes tho rule of the 
President of the Mexican Republic : 

Men of ambition and influence have 
been rewarded with fat positions and power, 
the latter limited only to their loyalty to 
Diaz, who, while acting as chief executive 
of a Republic, is a king. Tho will of Diaz 
is luw and none dare say aught against his 
wishes. To criticise his olliciil acts is 
treason, and daring is tho man who opposes 
any of his edicts. There are but two social 
classes in Mexico — the rich and tho pour, 
or tho palladoa. Thero is no middle cluss. 
The palladoa are ready at all times to join 
any army which will clothe and pay them a 
small Bum. Tho richer elates, however, are 
the aufferers. They are overburdened with 
taxes to support n government in which they 
have no cuntidence and of whose edicts they 
stand in awe. 

Yot Mexico has prospered under this stern 
ruler, and ho is in a certain sense popular. 
At any rate, the time to elect a President is 
approaching and there is no ono either bold 
enough or popular enough to opposo him. 
He has caused railroads to bo built and has 
covered tho country with a not work of 
telegraph lines. Ho has encouraged tho 
development of tho country's resources, and, 
as wo have already indicated, ho has estab- 



lished a system of popular education. 

Diaz is strong in tho country, but his 
strength may bo more apparent than real. 
He has many and powerful enemies whom 
ho keeps down with a strong hand. What 
would happen if tho men who are impatient 
of his rule found a leader on whom they 
could depend, it is hard to tell. 

MORE VICTORIES. 

It is very evident that Liberalism is at a 
very low ebb in Ontario Every succeed- 
ing election in that pi'jviuco shows that it 
is mora and more discredited. If Sir 
Richard Cartwright is not now certain that 
his policy of unrestricted reciprocity, from 
which he hoped bo much, is not utterly dis- 
tasteful to the electors of his own province, 
he must hi a very hard man to convince. 
Gild it as ho may, his countrymen refu-o to 
swallow the annexation pill. Not only has 
he made no converts among the Conserva- 
tives, but he has not been ublo to keep the 
Liberals in tha Grit fluid. Ou Thursday, 
Dr. Spohn, Liberal, who wu3 elected in 
March of last year by a majority 
of 207, was defeated by Mr. W. 11. Bernet 
by a majority of 25. This makes a differ- 
ence of 2.'12 votes. On Friday London was 
recovered from tho Liberals. At tho gen- 
eral election Mr. C. S llyman beat the Hon. 
Mr. Calling by 18.'3 votes ; yesterday Mr. 
Carling defeated Hyman by a majority of 
107. This makes a Conservative gain of 
290 votes. The Government was also vic- 
torious in Quebec West, the seat to which 
the Hon. Thomas McGrcevy was elected. 
Mr. Hearne is returned as an Independent 
supporter of Mr. Abbott. His majority was 
.'ISO. Mr. McGrcevy'a majority in March 
last was 53. The Government majority in 
tho Houso of Commons will, when the elec- 
tions arc all over, exceed fifty.

Offal Declared to be a Positive Source, 
of Danger and Detrimental 
to Settlement 



The Scavenger Fish u Boon in Colum- 
bia Waters— White vs. Chinese 
and Indian Labor. 



Niw Westminster, Feb. 20. — The Royal 
Fisheries Commission resumed at 10:,S0, 
this morniiug. William Arthur wns the 
first witness called. Ho had resided in Brit- 
ish Columbia for thrco yours ; is a farmer; 
was awuro there is a law regulating the dis- 
posal of offal. His farm is two miles from 
the Delta eanncry, and is situated on a 
slough, which at low water is dry. The 
tidd carries tho cannery refuse to tho lower 
end of the slough, and when tho tide re- 
cedes the oU'.il remains. Thcro were seven- 
teen cases of typhoid fever during last sum- 
mer. There were four cases of typhoid in 
bis own family, which cost about ?li00 for 
medicine und attendance Did not hesitate 
to say that the cause of this sickness was 
the result of putrid offal in the slough. The 
Delta cannery is badly situated fur the dis- 
posal of offal. At Cjiioo Puss, there are 
little pockets in which the deposit of offal 
is so had that frequently residents have to 
remoro it to overcome the unbearable 
stench. From the fact that offal is per- 
mitted to bo dircbarged carelessly, and 
owing to tho prevalent sickness, his laud 
had depreciated $ - -!0 per acre. Others are 
affected similarly. Ho used some of the 
refuse from the oil factory, and considers it 
good as u fertilizer. There is no odor from 
it. During its operation the oil factory 
gives an offensive odor. It would be a 
simple proems to do away with the offal by 
false bottomed scows. 1'eople are deterred 
from coming to the settlement by reason of 
the offal nuisance. During an abundant 
run the cannericj get choked with lish, and 
large numbers of decayed tish are thrown 
OTer. List year about '2,000 gallons of lish 
oil at 50 cents per gallon were 
purchased from tho oil factory. It 
is used us a lubricant and for other pu 
poses. Offal od is prefcrablo to dog fish oil, 
as it is not so offensive in smell. Witness 
thought that in th i interest of morality and 
for the benefit of the li>hing business, a 
Sunday law should be observed. 

E. A. Jenns, barrister, said that off.il was 
good for the lower classes of fish and 1 
believed it did not injure fish life. Off 
ha3 little effect either on water or air as it 
is consumed readily by the scavenger lish. 
He would not object to reside alongside a 
cannery from a sanitary point. The offal 
deposited along the sloughs is what the 
scavenger fish did not consume. Had Been 
thousands of dead fish floating down 
tho river between Yale and B 
ton' Bar ; had seen fewer dead 
fish on the lower parts of the 
river. The Sunday close law is good. All 
British subjects should have a license und 
they sliouhl not be transferable. A stipu 
lated number of licenses should bo given 
all cauners. 

A. L. Lord, a resident of fifteen years in 
British Columbia,, and a cannery employee 
said: "I know littlo ubout the effects of 
offal on fish. Fish average about seven 
pounds in weight, about a hundred ban 
are required in a cannery where 15,000 casts 
are put. up. About seven or eight are white 
men aud the rest are Chinamen and Indians 
On tho Columbia river Chinamen are tho 
principal employees. White men could not 
livo on tho wages earned by Chinamen, 
The working time is much broken, and gen- 
erally depends on the run of the fish. I 
prefer a good white man to a good China- 
man. Tho Sunday close law is right. The 
hatchery is somewhat beneficial. Licenses 
should be gireu to all British subjects and 
not be transferable. I think that cannery 
licenses should bo uniform on all the rivets 
of British Columbia. 

Jas. A. Liidlaw was giving evidence when 
the Commission adjourned. 



THE CROBTERS. 

Ample Provision Blaile for a Market for 
Their Work at K mimcrntive Kates. 

Major Clarke, representing the syndicate 
formed to dispose of the product of the 
Crofters' labors, was seen by a Colonist 
reporter, yesterday. The Major said that 
matters hud not as yet culminated. He was 
not prepared to name the site on which the 
Crolters would be asked to locate, but said 
that the fullest enquiries had been made, 
and that the best location would be recom- 
mended, and, no doubt, approved of. The 
places favored by the company had been 
named to '-he Government; but he was not 
in a position to suy which of them would 
be selected. " As far as the market is con- 
cerned," said ho, " that is undoubted. The 
demand for fish and fish products for years 
to come will be far greater than the supply 
and we have all the cities of the States 
within easy ransje — New York, Boston, Chi- 
cago, St. Paul and many others. 
Then we have tho Canadian cities, 
which will be a great sourco of 
demand. We can get tho fish to all there 
places in good condition and fresh. Of 
course, they will be brought in refriger- 
ator cars, and Bold as fresh fish." 

"Do \ou intend going in for selling, 
canning or preserving? " was asked. 

" Not at present," replied Major Clark. 
" Our idea is to disposo of fresh tish. Of 
course, us the trade developes, there will 
arise the necessity for extending nur oper- 
ations, but at the start, wo will only handle 
fresh fish, and for litis, there is a great 
market. Fish arc migratory, but wo have 
taken steps to ascertain the best stations 
for the Crofter settlements, and theso have 
been submitted to the Government. Thcro 
is no limit to our market for fresh fish, tho 
only obstaelo being to reach tho source of 
consumption In good order. Those cities to 
which we calculate upon supplying the 
fresh article, we can furnish without diffi- 
culty, and for a long time to come, they 
will be able to take all we can supply." 

".Whata.ro the stations selected '!" was 
asked. 

Tho Major declined to answer tho ques- 
tion definitely. All ho would Bay, wns 
that as the result of careful enquiry, several 
places had been named, and that it was for 
the Government to make the selection. So 
far as the sobemo had gone, there could be 
no doubt as to its success.

Declaring that a distinction for the purpoEes 
of Assessment shall be made between 
Land and Improvements within the 
Municipality of tho Corporation of 
tho City of Victoria and fixing the 
Time for making and returning the 
Assessment Roll. 



Whereas under and by virtuo of section 121 
of tho Municipal Act, 1891, it is enacted 
amongst other things that It shall bo lawful for 
tho Council of any Municipality to pass a by- 
law declaring that a distinction for the pur- 
poses of ussessmont within tho Municipality 
shall bo made boLween "land" and " improve- 
ments." and also declaring in tho said by-law 
that for tho purposo of assessment "land" 
situato within tho Municipality shall ho 
estimated at its actual cash valuo as it would 
bo nppraised in tho payment of a just debt 
from a solvent debtor, and •••improvements" 
situato as aforesaid for the purposo 
aforesaid, shall not be estimated in 
excess of 50 per cent, of their actual cas'a valuo 
as they 'would bo appraised in payment of a 
just debt from a solvo.it debtor. 

And whereas it is deslraMo that in pursuance 
cf such powers as aforesaid a distinction should

And whereas it Is expedient that the Council

3. The said Commissioner or Commissioners 
shall havo p swor to reiect any or all work or 
material performed or used, and matorials 
proposed to bo used in any such work that in 
their opinion is not In accordance with Llio 
plans and specifications or any contract or any 
of tli em. 

i. Tho Commissioner or Commissioners shall 
bo appointed by i ho Cornell onco in oach year, 
and in enso of Incompetence or negloot of duty 
which ln, in tho opinion of tho Council, of such 
a character as to render tho person unfit to

A FATAL STEP. 

David Lowtaa Meets with a Sudden and Un- 
timely Death. 

About threo months ago a young man 
named David Lewtas camo over to Victoria 
from Manchester, England, nnd put up with 
his brother, John, who resides at 103 Fair- 
field Road. David was a grocer by trade, 
and was expecting a position hero. On 
Wednesday last he wi nt out to apply for a 
situation, and returned apparently in good 
health and spirits between two and three 
o'clock. 

In going upstairs to his room, and when 
about hull-way up tho first flight, ho fell 
backwards, his foot catching between tho 
bannister and the step. The household was 
alarmed by tho sound of a fallaud the man's 
cry for help. Coming to the rescue, the 
members of the family picked up I he sufferer 
and conveyed him to tho parlor, whore 
he was laid on a sofa and medical assistance 
called in. Dr. Morrison was soon on tho 
seme of tho accident, but ero his arrival 
life was extinct. No external signs of in- 
jury presenting themselves, tho doctor did 
not think it necessary to examine the body. 
He, however, made enquiries, and foiinil 
that deceased had been ailing for some time, 
two bottles of medicine from Bowes' drug 
store, containing stuff liberally charged 
with quinine, lying on his table, 

The cuusoof death is given as heart disease, 
Lewtas, just before ho breathed his last, 
complaining of intense pain in the region of 
his heart. It is supposed that, the heart 
being affected, the shock of tho fall caused 
death. Tho deceased was but years of 
uge, and unmarried. 

The body was, yesterday morning, inter- 
red at Ross Bay cemetery, Rev. Coverdale 
Watson, of the Pandora Avenue Methodist 
Church, conducting the funeral services.

His brother in Glasgow is 
most anxious to hear from him, and no 
doubt there are some in this e'ty who will 
oblige by forwarding to thi-i ollice some in- 
formation that might act as a clue concern- 
ing his whereabouts. 

Tlx- California Conl Market. 

Mr. John Rorenfeld, Sr., alluding to the 
affairs of tho N. V.C. Co., in an interview 
with the Nunaimo Freo Press, says : It is 
almost impossible in the present state of the 
coal market to say much about the future 
movements of the company. Tho whtde- 
baek SS. Wotmoro has been chartered, and 
oho will be in the haibor next week for o 
cargo of coal; whether sho continues on tho 
route depends entirely upon the slate of the 
market. The SS. Romulus has also been 
chartered, and she will arrive for her first 
cargo about the beginning of May. Speak- 
ing of iho state of the coal market in 'Frisco, 
Mr. Rosenfeld said that it was at present 
flooded with cheap coal, and it would be 
hard to say when there would be a change. 
Freight rates fiom Liverpool and Australia 
went still very low, and there aro such U 
number of ships laying idle that they would 
bo kept ro for some time to emtio. Mr. 
Rosenfeld added that British Columbia coal 
could compete against tho Australian article, 
even under existing circumstances, if only 
it could bo delivered in San Francisco at a 
slightly reduced cost. If this wus so, and 
co d could bo received ot from 25 to 50 cents 
less a ton, the N.V.C. Co. would be able to 
sell easily all the caul they could raise.

MYSTERIOUS TRAGEDY. 

An Unfortunate Woman Found Dead 
in Bed Under Suspicious 
Circumstances, 



Supposed to Have Been Suffocated— 
She Expected a Visitor— 
Who Was He? 

(From our own Correspondent.) 
New Westminster, Feb. 2G.— About 11 
o'clock, this morning, a telephono message 
was sent to the Chief of Police to tho t fleet 
that the bedroom of a woman named May 
Hunter, alias May Todhuuter, in a house of 
prostitution, could not bo entered, and that 
tho other occupants of tho house, t,vo wo- 
men, wero afraid something had gono wrong. 
Before the message wus received by Chief 
Huston, Constable Box had been notified, 
and hastened to the house, commonly known 
as tho "Court House," on Blackie street, 
Where he found a crowd of people gathered. 
In the meantime a Chinese servant had en- 
tered the np irtment by a side door, which 
communicates directly from the street, and 
found the door of tho bedroom leading into 
the hall securely locked. He unlocked it, 
and, when Constable Box entered, ho dis- 
covered that a terrible tragedy had taken 
place. Lying ou the bed, face downwards, 
with her feet on the pillows, was 
the lifeless body of May Hunter, 
an unfortunate woman, who has been 
a resident of the swamp for about eighteen 
months. Her feet were tied with a small 
towel, just above the ankles and tho flesh of 
the lower part of tho legs was discolored, evi- 
dently caused by stagnation of the blood. 
Her head was almost at tho foot of the bed, 
the clothes of which wero in general dis- 
order. Very littlo clothing was on the body 
and, to all appearances, a violent struggle 
had taken pluce. Her face wus very much 
discolored, while from tho nostrils oozed a 
small quantity of clotted blood. Traces of 
blood wero also visible on the cheeks. From 
the appearance of the fuco it was evident 
deatli had been caused by suffocation, and 
the distortion and discolornicnt of the lips 
led to the same supposition. The body was 
still warm. The room in which tho hotly 
lay was in it state of great disorder. Wear 
ingupparel was strewn over t ho chairs and 
lying scattered about tho floor. A small 
drawer in tho dressing table had been forced 
open, the broken lock of which wus hang- 
ing inside. In this drawer the deceased 
usually kept her money and other valu- 
ables; but only a 25 cent pieco was found 
in tho bottom of a cigar box which 
lay in tho corner of the drawer. It is 
known that she hud a largo amount of 
money in notes, yesterday, and if murder 
was committed, which is ulmnst certain, the 
object was robbery A- S20 gold pieco 
mounted in a gold wire frame, which was 
covered by some looso papers, was over- 
looked in an evidently hasty examination 
of tho drawer. In tho drawer was also 
found a small bible, several passages of 
which were nmrked, two empty purses, 
b th open, and a lot of letters. No other 
drawer in the room had been opisCu, vr'uicii 
would make if. ni- ^ t j ult t | l6 inUrt i erer ftIK l 
robber knew whero the unfortunate woman 
kept her valuables. Dr. McLean was sum- 
moned by the Chief of Rolico, and after 
making a brief examination and finding lifo 
extinct, made a statement that ho did not 
think death had been caused by poisoning. 
However, ho could not say anything further 
until a post mortem examination had been 
held. The body was left in tho position in 
which it was found, and a constable was 
sent to notify the coroner. The house was 
occupied by two other women, Birdio Kozur 
and Edith Smith, who were both pluced 
under arrest. E lith says that she knocked at 
May Huntei'ddoor at 1 1 thia mo-ning, shortly 
after she bad come down stairs, but cou d 
get no response. Noticing that the door 
was locked from the inside, she red uibled 
her knocks, and Birdie K*zar and the 
Chinaman, coming to the door, rapped also, 
but could get no reply. The Chinaman 
then went round to the side door, but could 
not open it. Tho women then left tho 
house and went to summon the police, and 
a few minutes later, the Chinaman going to 
the side door again, to force an entrance, 
found it unfastened, and, entering unlocked 
tho inside tloor, as already stated. The 
deceased went to bed at 1 o'clock this 
morning, and was heard about two hours 
afterwards walking along tho passage in the 
direction of the wine cupboard. She was in 
an excited condition, last night, and was 
evidently expecting some person to come for 
her and lake her out. Hir bonnet, cloak, 
and gloves wero laid out ready for use and 
she hoio a handsome walking dress. Up 
till 1 o'clock her expected visitor did not 
put in an appearance, but as her room com- 
municated directly with tho street, it is 
possible she admitted some one after that 
hour. The other inmates of the house 
heard no sound of a strugglo, or other noise, 
to excite their suspicions during tho night 
or this forenoon. They did not leave their 
beds until 10:30 this morning, and tho 
woman must have been dead two or three 
hours then. (May Hunter, alias Tod- 
hunter, was of German extraction, and 3C 
years of age. Her parents reside in Chicago, 
where it is believed her husband and child 
aro also living, She ia supposed to have 
deserted her husband and child several 
ycata ago, and led a lifo of shame ever 
since. A photograph album, found in her 
room, contained pictures of her father, hus- 
band and child, mid a nnmber of friends. 
She was a woman of prepossessing appear- 
ance, slight build and of medium height 
Her hair and complexion wero ligh', and 
her eyes dark blue. On tho street sho was 
always carefully dressed, and gave little 
outward evidence of the life sho was lead- 
ing. About a fortnight ago deceased gave 
Chief Huston tho address of her father and 
husbjnd, saying at tho same time that ho 
need not bo surprised if sho was found dead, 
some day. What sho meant by this the 
chief docs not know, but he is aware that 
bad feeling bad existed between her and 
several other parties for Rome time. A jury 
was summoned and sworn in by Capt. Pit- 
tendrigh, this afternoon, and after viewing 
the body, adjourned till 1 1 o'clock to-mor- 
row morning, w lion evidence will be taken 
at the City Hall. A post-mortem examina- 
tion will in the meantime be held.

ANOTHER CUBAN REVOLUTION- 

Eljrlit Thousand Cubans In l he U.S. Said to he 
lteady to Join. 

New Yokk, Feb. 20.— The World, this 
inoining, publishes uu articlo declaring that 
another revolution is on foot to liberate 
Cuba. Preparations, it says, aro in active 
progress in this and other cities, os well us 
upon the island itself. When it will break 
forth is not yet known, but from indica- 
tions, all tho plans of the leaders are nearly 
ripe, mid tho first blow may be struck in a 
few day*. The movement, it is stated on 
good authority, is to be tho largest and 
most complete organization for Cuban inde- 
pendence. Thero aro said to bo eight 
thousand Cuban patriots in this country 
ready to join in the war. In Cuba the re- 
volutionist patty is also actively pro- 
paring for tho outbreak, and when 
the word iH given, the forces on Spanish and 
United States soil will act in conjunction 
for the overthrow of the .Spanish yoke. The 
plans have been in progress for several 
months. New York has been mado the 
headquarters, but to much secrecy has been 
maintained that tho news of tho contem- 
plated uprising only leaked out yesterday. 
Then it Locarno known that, for several 
months past, meetings of Cubans have been 
held in the cities of Tampa and K.-y West, 
Flu., and, during tho pist six weeks, in 
New York, for the purpose of organizing an 
tinny and raising funds to assist the resi- 
dents of Cuba, who are dissatisfied with tho 
Spanish Government. 

In No v York threo revolutionist club3 
havo been formed, and another club will be 
organized on Sunday. Tho names of the 
clubs are the Los Independentcs, tho Jose 
Marti Club (named in honor of its pro- 
moter, Senor Jose Marti, tho Ufueuayan 
Consul), and Penos Neuvo. Next Sunday 
tho Porto Rieano of New York will form a 
revolutionary association. A Cuban now in 
this city, who is ono of tho most prominent 
in the movement, says the people of Cuba 
uro dissatisfied because tho Spanish Govern- 
ment did not carry out tho reforms which it 
promised after the lute revolution. The 
clubs in this country, ho said, hud been 
thoroughly organized and their places 
been mapped out in good shape. Tho 
revolution, ho added, "would como very 
soon. Two coasting vessels left this port a 
few weeks ego and it was reported that each 
one carried a cargo of arms for Venezuelan 
ipsurreotionisls, but it was said in Spanish 
circles, u few ibiys ago, that the arms were 
landed in Key West and were destined for 
use in Cuba. R. A. C. Smith, the well 
known Wall street banker, has immenso in- 
terests in Cuba. ITo recently returned to 
tho United Statc3 from an extensive trip in 
the West Indies. YV hen spoken to yester- 
day regarding the probable revolution ho 
scouted the idea and said tho island was 
never in a more prosperous condition. The 
planters, ho Raid, were investing their money 
at home and that fact demonstrated to him 
that they havo no idea of a revolvtion.
